Hianding upon tne threshhold of
the New Year, it Is wéll that Ne-
braskn=s pausge ara review the g
omplichments of the yvear that has
just disappeared into the limbo of
things that wera, The record of 1917
Nebraskons may
point with pride, a record of things
wevompdiehod, physioal, spiritual and
montal.

Vhen 1917 dawned upon the world
thi= great republic was nt peace with
i1l the nations. Fre four months of
the year had passed the republic was
a part of the greal world war What
hae been Nebraska's contribution to
the great struggle being waged for
the preservation of democracy? Let
a8 hriofly review the record:

The first great effort put forth was
we mobitlzing of men to bear the
swunt of the fighting, and Nebraska
was nmong the fivat to respond with
thie resiments of Nutfonal Guards
‘ulted to almost fall Aghting
sirdngith—a brigade of Nebraska sol-

rs who had volunteered to fight
for thelr county, While this brigade
was boing mobiftzed and whipped in-

' shape, the =slective conscription
macininery was at work, not only in
MNebraska but elsewhere, and in no
other etale was the drait law bhetter
eqfovced  nor  *he machinery iIn
sinoother renning order than in Ne
U'nder the directlon of Gov-
erpor Neville the selective conserip-
tlon worked so smopothly that Provost
Marshall General Crowder paid to
tiovernor Neville and through the
governor to the state, the highest
compliments for the good work per-
formed. Today Nebraska has nearly
20,000 of her brave sons lu army and
navy, all prepared to go “over the
top” In making permanent the fdea
that peoples and not autocrats shall
rule the world.

[Bul it takes more than men in arms
1o win a war, Behind the fighting men
there must be men and women mak-
ing the utmost sacrificea to fead
them and clothe them and provide
them with evervihing nocessary Lo
their comfort and well being. The
production of foodstuffs and muaterial
for clothing, Red Crogs and Y. M. C
A. activitiea and Liberty bond sub-
seriptions, are among the greatest of
wal activities, and Just as essential

Thua we have considersed Nobraskn
with relation to its centribution of |
men, its contribution of dollars and |
its conservation of foodstufts,. What
about {ts prodaction,

For the first time in history Ne.
braska practically lost a wheat crop
in 1017, The crop of last year was
less than 20 per cent of the average. !
Was Nebraska discouraged? Not at
all, The farmers answered the ap
peal of the State Council of Defense,
and the destroyed wheat acreage was
sowed to oats and barley or planted
in corn. With farms hard hit by the
selective draft, the farmers “speeded
up” to the lmit, and the result was
the largest corn ¢tfop In the state's
history—moe than 260,000,000 of
bushels, The onts production was al
so a record breaker, excesding the
hest previous yioeld by several mil
liona of bushels

Here {8 a fact that can nol be dis
puted: Nebraska In 1917 produced o
greates surplus of foodatuffs than any |
other state, measured elther by pop-
ulation or totals, Although the wheat
crop was deemed a total fallure, Ne-
braska produced enough to supply
her own needs for bread and seed, |
and had a few millions of bushels to |
spare to the armies in the fleld, Ne-
braska raised enough sugar for her
own coonsumplion, and bad almost s

much more for her contribution to |

the allies Three years ago not a
pound of potash was produced in Ne-
braska, and the United Stotea pro

duced less than 5 per cent of the pot-

ash it consumed, the remaining 95
per cent coming mainly from Ger-
many. Today the United States I8 pro-
ducing practically every hit of potash
it I8 consuming, and Nebraska is pro-
ducing 75 per cént of it. The potash
produced In Nebraska In 1917 was
worth more in dollars than the gold
mined In any one state in the Union,

On Decembeyr 81, 1917, Nebraskans
had more than 3400000000 on depnzit
in the state and national banks of the
state, or approximately 3300 per cap-
fta~——another record which challenges

comparison

Nor s the record of 1817 an excep-
titonal one, Nebraska has been going
“over the top” in the matter of pro-
ductivity for twenty years.

The Department ol Publeity has
recently compiled from the reports
of the United States DBureau of Ag-
riculture a table showing the product-
{vity of the stutes covering a period
of twenty years, 1805 to 1016, in-
clusive, 1t shows that in the produc-
tion of wheat ,oats, corn, horses, cat-
tle, swine, and average farm values
and value of all farm property, Ne-
braska ranks third among the states
being excelled only by Illinois and
fowa. In the total value of corn,
wheat an oats produced during that
period, Mebraska ties with Illinols
for firat place. In Lthe produoction of
cattle and swine Nebraska ties with
Mlinois for second place. In average
values of all farm property Nebras
ka is in fourth place, and in the same
realptive position in the average val-

nes per farm
